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EDUCATION AS A WHOLE 


THE HIGH SCHOOL STUDENT 


by WILLIAM SOPROVICH 
Principal St.Albert High School 


"Education is not something done "to" but something done "by" an individual which is actually self-educational. It is 
a slow, subtle growth entailing a life-time of self-discipline and an unquenchable passion to learn and to grow up to 
the full stature of one's abilities. The outcome should be competent, self-active, responsible, and socially minded 
eitizens whose lives are predicted on faith, courage, integrity, intelligence and the will to achieve."

I would like to thank the St. Albert Gazette for this opportunity to write an article dealing with education in general 
and specifically with High School. Enjoying the prerogative of being the writer of this article, I propose to write 
firstly about, "What you can do for your student and the High School" rather than "What can the High School do for you" 
and then I will attempt to co-ordinate both descriptions. 
According to recent studies made by the Department of Education, between 40% and 50% of the students entering Alberta 
High Schools complete Grade 12 with a High School Diploma, Alberta has one of the highest “holding-powers" of all the 
Canadian provinces, however, this also means that about 1 out of 2 students entering High School do not obtwin a Diploma 
In a demanding technological society of the present day, this represents a loss of a tremendous amount of our greatest 
resource, As implied in the quotation above, education is done by an individual and is not something done to an individ- 
ual. If this is agreed with at least in part, then the following points will be important in the preparation of a stu- 
dent for his or her education. 
(1) The student's success in High School is at least partially determined by his desire for learning while in the Elen- 
entary and Junior High School. This is a week-to-week, year-to-year process until the individual has developed into a 
young man or woman ready to continue his or her education. 
(2) Early development of interests is helpful and relates to the point above. 
(5) The student needs to develop an ability to plan - i.e. that there is a time for play and a time for vork, or a time 
for recreation and a time for study, This idea induces a study schedule and good study habits. 
(4) Lastly, the student today must overcome many more distractions than you or I had to overcome when we were in High 
School. The student must have developed the self-discipline to be able to work on a Mathematics problem which mst be 
handed in the next day rather than watch "77 Sunset Strip". It will be much easier for the student if early in his life 
he has developed a desire to learn and some of the discipline required for learning. 
The St. Albert High School har a staff composed of eight teachers, three of whom are also teaching Home Economics, Shop 
and Physical Education in the Junior High School. The Staff is able to provide a program of 170 different High School 
credits. The programs offered in the High School are in the Senior Matriculation and the General Diploma patterns. 
(a11 students who successfully obtain 100 credits of which about 40 are constants obtain a Diploma. Senior Matricul- 
ation refers to a choice of subjects enabling University entrance. A General Diploma may refer to choice of subjects 
in the Business Eiucation or Vocational field.) In order to define the two programs, I will suggest two possible pro- 
grams a student may obtain in the High School. 
To obtain a High School Diploma, a student must obtain at least 100 credits of which at least 40 credits must be in pre- 
scribed constants such as English and Social Studie (Constants are compulsory courses required of all High School 
Students.) One credit corresponds roughly to a minimum of 40 minutes of instruction time per week. A course such as 
Language 10 is valued at five (5) credits which means the student will have approximately 200 minutes of instruction 
time per week. The remaining courses are electives which are chosen in consultation with staff members, according to 
the vocational desires and previous marks of the student. 
(a) Credits and Prerequisite Requirements. 
(1) In order to obtain credits in a subject a student must obtain at least a "C" standing in the subject. 
(2) A "C™ standing or better will allow a student to register in the second or third year course of a constant. 
(3) A "BY standing or better is necessary for a student to take the second or third year course of an elective, 
ise. A "BY or better in Science 10 will allow registration in Science 20. 
(>) Examples of Two High School Programs. 
I University Matriculation 
This program will allow a student to enter most Faculties at the University. 


Constants 
(1) Social Studies 10 = 20 ~ 30 15 credits 
(2) Language 10 - 20 - 30 15 credits 
8 Literature 10 ~ 20 6 credits 
4) Physical Education 10 3 credits 


Electives

This is a total of 100 credits. A year's study consists of from 30 - 40 credits in the first 2 years of High School, 
In addition, an average of at least 60% with no course less than 50 must be obtained in the Grade 12 Departmental Exam= 
inations,

This program will allow students to enter most fields at the Provincial School of Technology. 


(Many courses at the Prov 
ineial School may be entered with less than a High School Diploma. )

The registration of the new High School student in correct courses according to any implied vocational desire is import- 
ant. In view of this, the student is registered in consultation with a staff member after explanation of High School 
courses is given to the student. The factors considered in registration are his Grade 9 results, Cumulative Record Card 
and student preference. 


It may be of interest to note, that a student with a specific goal in view is better prepared in planning an adequate 
program that will fill his needs. 

If a student has at least a complete "B" standing in Grade 9, he or she may be allowed to register in any Grade 10 
courses. Any "C" standing which the student obtains will place a limit on his choice of Grade 10 courses. Because of 
the importance of this registration, the St. Albert High School registers the students before the official opening of 
school. This enables us to spend more tine with the student at this important etage. This year, we will have early 
registrations to which the Grade 10 students’ parents will be invited as well as the student. 

Although there are many other aspects of a High School, I have placed more emphasis on the portion which I felt is most 
often misunderstood. However, the Students’ Union and Sports’ Council as a portion of High School should be mentioned 
in this article. To the student, this group forms an important part of High School. The program of extra-curricular 
activities can make worthvhile contributions to the attainment of many objectives of a High School. Some of the object- 
ives are responsibility, leadership and development of suitable recreational activities. ‘The activities are controlled 
by the Students' Union in co-operation with Staff representation. Only through practice in responsible leadership will 
the student have an opportunity to become a responsible citizen. I will only mention Vocational Guidance, University 
Lectures for our students and the Textbook Rental Plan. 

In review then, a student, to be successful, mist have developed through the years a desire for learning and a sense of 
self-discipline. He or she must have learned that education is not something done "to" but something done "by" an indiv- 


idual. This requires a lot of work and good-will from the student, the parent, and the school. At the end of this per- 


iod of time, we should hope that we will have a person who not only has learned and earned a Diploma, but who also has 
realized that his or her education has only begun and will continue for the remainder of life.

The trip of Mrs. Leo Nickerson to Ottawa 
to receive an award from the Governor- 
General has raised a number of questions 
from newoomers in St. Albert. ‘The Leo 
Nickerson Fund committee would like to 
answer these. 


Mr. Leo Nickerson was a Cub Master in St 
Albert prior to his death in July, 1961 
by drowning in an heroic effort to save 
the lives of three cubs who had failed 
to reach the safety of the shore during 
a storm at Lake Wabamun, Mr. Nickerson 
was survived by his wife, two daughters 
and three sons. 
In recognition of Mr. Nickerson's contri- 
butions to the life of the community dur 
ing his life, and in the example set for 
all by his death, a number of people 
established the Memorial Fund which bear: 
his name. This fund is maintained ty 
voluntary contributions. Some people 
have assisted by arranging through the 
Bank of Montreal to have $1.00, or in 
some cases, more, placed in the fund 
ch month. 01 have made periodic 

contributions and, in a small number of 
cases, organizations have assisted thr- 
ough both these ways. ‘These funds are 
administered by a committee of three, 
‘the Bank of Montreal (St. Albert) manag- 
er, the minister of St. Albert United 
Church, and one named by Mrs. Nickerson. 
The result has been that the Nickerson 
family, through this fund and the avard 
from the Carnegie Foundation, has been 
able to carry on without resorting to 
government assistance. Perhaps even mort 
significant however, is the fact that in 
the example of life and death set for St. 
Albert by Mr. Nickerson, there has been 
called forth a recognition of responsib- 
ility in many persons. If you are among 
these, you are urged to continue your 
part in maintaining the fund, if you are 
not, you are urged to become so by making 
inquiry through the Bank of Montreal man 
ager, the United Church minister, or Mr. 
Austin Bradley.
